Panamanian crowds, en­ 
raged in a dispute about the fly­ 
ing of the Panamanian flag in 
the Canal Zone, burned down 
several buildings and wrecked 
cars, shops and other American 
property. 
The commission, a private or 
ganization of lawyers, judges 
and law professors throughout 
the non-Communist world, was 
asked by the National Bar As­ 
sociation of Panama to investi­ 
gate whether the gunfire of U.S. 
police and soldiers against the 
rioters was a violation of the 
aniversal declaration of human 
rights.

It was the Senate’s first vote 
in relation to the bill since May 
6. 
Later in the day It was to de­ 
bate and act on an amendment 
by Sen. Bourke B. Hickenloop- 
er, R-Iowa, dealing with school 
desegregation, and one by Sen. 
Norris Cotton, R-N.H., dealing 
with discrimination in employ­ 
ment. 
Morton’s proposal would guar­ 
antee a jury trial in all crim­ 
inal contempt cases growing out 
of violations of injunctions ob­ 
tained under all titles of the bill 
excepting voting rights. 
The guarantee would apply 
particularly to the titles barring 
discrimination in public accom­ 
modations, employment, public 
facilities and schools. 
On voting rights, the Kentucki­ 
an would not disturb the 1957 
Civil Rights Act. This gives a 
defendant in a criminal con­ 
tempt case a jury trial only if 
the judge decides on a penalty 
exceeding 45 days in jail or a 
$3,000 fine. 
The House bill now before the 
Senate does not give any right 
to a jury trial in criminal con 
tempts except that, for public 
accommodations, the limitations 
of the 1957 law in voting cases 
would apply. 
Morton’s amendment is a mod­ 
ification of one he offered May 
6 which was beaten 46 to 45 aft­ 
er a series of parliamentary 
maneuvers. His previous pro­ 
posal would have assured the 
right of jury trial in all cases 
growing out of the bill includ­ 
ing voting rights.

PRINCETON, N.J. (AP)—For­ 
mer Gov. Robert B. Meyner of 
New Jersey, an “off and on 
again cigarette smoker,” says 
his job of administering a new 
cigarette 
advertising 
code 
should be that of a judge, not 
an image-maker for the tobacco 
industry. 
The code, developed after the 
U.S. Surgeon General’s report 
linking cigarette smoking with 
lung cancer, establishes uniform 
standards for cigarette advertis­ 
ing. 
Meyner said he would have 
authority to review all advertis­ 
ing and impose fines of up to 
$100,000 for violations. 
The code prohibits advertising 
that represents cigarette smok­ 
ing as essential to “social prom­ 
inence, distinction, success or 
sexual attraction.” 
It also bars advertising in pub­ 
lications or radio and television 
programs directed primarily at 
persons under 21. 
In announcing Meyner’s ap­ 
pointment Sunday, the compan­ 
ies said he would have “com­ 
plete and final authority to de­ 
termine whether cigarette ad­ 
vertising complies with the stan­ 
dards of this code and to enforce 
the code in all its respects.”

Japanese Shipping Gains 


Japan is adapted geographically, in­ 
dustrially and economically to be a 
strong seafaring nation, and she is tak­ 
ing advantage of all three factors in 
building her merchant fleet into one of 
the world’s best. 
Already owner of the largest mer­ 
chantman, Japan recently made ship­ 
ping news by announcing the constuc- 
tion of three new vessels, all longer and 
larger than any merchant ship n o w 
afloat, to begin early next year. 
All three of the new behemoths will 
be supertankers, designed primarily 
to transport crude oil from the Persian 
Gulf to Japan. They will exceed by 30 
feet the 
1.035-foot long liner France, 
present holder of the title of world's 
longest merchant ship and will carry a 
cargo lift of 150,000 tons. 
Japan's progress since 
the end of 
World War II in rebuilding her indus­ 
trial capacity has been equaled only by 
her revitalized shipbuilding industry. 
Shipping capacity has grown to the 
point where Japanese trade routes are 
expanding into areas of the world not 
reached before by Japanese shippers, 
even in the prewar heyday of the is­ 
land merchantmen. 


The progress of Japanese merchant 
shipping from devastation to suprem­ 
acy on the seas is in sharp contrast 
to the dismal record 
of the United 
States merchant fleet. From a hastily 
gained 
superiority, 
both in numbers 
and types, during World War II, the 
U.S. fleet has slipped 
ignominiously 
ingo largely a has-been status. 
With 
a 
few 
exceptions 
(the liner 
United States and the nuclear-power­ 
ed Savannah are two), merchant ships 
flying the U. S. flag are neither note­ 
worthy nor common in foreign ports. 
There are too few of them, and addi­ 
tions to the fleet are not going to appear 
until U. S. merchant shipping costs re 
cede to levels nearer those of competi­ 
tors. 
Even with heavy subsidies by t h e 
U. S. government, the future of A m en 
can merchant shipping looks dim. If the 
American fleet is to merely hold its 
own against the prosperous 
and 
ex 
panding fleets of competitors like Ja­ 
pan, an overhaul reaching to the foun­ 
dation of the industry will be needed. 
No such basic adjustment is on the 
horizon.

Or take a later period, t h e 
Nineteen Twenties. If a youngs­ 
ter just out of college chose to 
stay at home in the p I a c e of 
his birth, he was expected to 
b e c o m e a business man, join 
the country 
club, 
and never 
miss a meeting of Rotary. But 
in New York he could follow H. 
Li Mencknen and bait the Boo­ 
boisie, or write poetry without 
punctuation or capitals and still 


NEW YORK (AP)—There is 
considerable criticisms of young 
college graduates today. It boils 
down to a belief that they come 
into the business world spoiled. 
The general theory is that Joe 
College has the idea that the 
mere possession of a sheepskin 
with his name on it is an auto­ 
matic passport to a cushy job 
and a lifetime of guaranteed se­ 
curity, if not downright ease. 
Perhaps college graduates to-, 
day are a bit too brash as they 
leave the campus for tho more 
competitive world of industry. 
Perhaps they do tend to gravi­ 
tate toward the giant corpora­ 
tions because they feel safer 
there in the shelter of bigness 
than fighting for dominancy in 
smaller and riskier firms. 
But it is easier to give good 
advice than it is to give good 
example. 
What middle-aged man. look­ 
ing back at his own experience, 
can knock a young college man 
with a specialized skill for sign­ 
ing up with a big corporation— 
if that corporation is offering 
him anywhere from up to $6001 
or more a month, to start? 
The encouraging thing about 
young college graduates now is 
that they come out into a world 


which, by and large, has a place 
for them and wants them. If 
they are good in their fields, 
they can usually not only find a 
job—they can have their pick of 
several jobs. 
This gives youth 
self-confi­ 
dence, 
and 
there 
is nothing 
youth needs more. 
How much more hopeful and 
assured they must feel than the 
youth of a generation ago!. 
Then the college student clung 
desperately to his alma mam­ 
my, and on graduation day he 
had to be thrown kicking and 
screaming into life. For the 
world then beyond the ivory 
tower was an economic jungle, 
where nobody seemed to want 
him and there was nothing for 
him to do. 
A great depression gripped the 
land, and the fearful young fel-; 
low found no industrial talent 
scouts standing in line to bid for 
his services. 
Marriage was virtually impos-j 
sible because he could find no1 
job to support himself, let alone 
a wife and children. 
Still vivid in my own memory 
is a fraternity bull session at the 
University of Missouri in the I 
spring of 1932. Some of the grad­ 
uating crop of that year were

anteed monthly income they’d 
settle for if they could sign up 
for it then and be sure of getting 
it the rest of their life. 
Some held out for $250 a 
month. Most were willing to set-I 
tie for $200. That’s how panicky 
they were—and how hungry for 
security, any form of economic 
security. 
We had to scrounge around 
and take whatever came along. 
In my own case, with two col­ 
lege degrees, the best I could 
do was to pass out handbills for 
my father that summer adver­ 
tising bargains in his grocery 
store. 
It took me three years after 
graduation to get a job that paid 
$100 a month; it was ll years 
before I worked up to $400 a 
month, the figure many college 
men start at now. 
Maybe Joe College, class of 
’64, is a bit brash and cocky 
about his prowess and his pros­ 
pects.

Certainly he is more indepen­ 
dent, less cowardly, and more 
demanding of a better world 
than his frightened counterpart 
of only a generation ago.

NEW YORK (AP) — Is the eral 
business 
slowdown 
or 
stock market playing its sup­ 
posed function of barometer? Is' 
it forecasting a slowdown in the 
economy in the next few months 
by bidding down prices now? Or 
is it just adjusting some past ex­ 
cesses and getting prices (rf spe­ 
cific stocks in better line with 
actualitie and company pros­ 
pects? 
At the moment market ana­ 
lysts lean to the adjustment the­ 
ory. They don’t think the mark­ 
et is troubled by fears of a gen- 
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worse. 
Some 
industries 
anticipate 
their traditional summer slack 
period but this time perhaps less 
sharp than usual. Most are still 
confident, in public utterances 
at least, that the fall pickup will 
be better than usual. 
Stock traders in their current 
show of caution, if that’! what 
it is, comes after a period of 
exuberance earlier this year has 
been matched by most business­ 
men and consumers. 
The upward pace of the econ­ 
omy has been encouraging, but 
not as fast as many had expect­ 
ed. The upswing has entered its 
40th month with signs neither of 
tiring nor of getting over confi­ 
dent. 
It will have a climb consider­ 
ably faster this fall if the year 
as a whole is to reach the 
heights that some predicted for 
it last January. 
Industrial production, employ 
ment and personal income all 
have been rising, with particu­ 
larly notable spurts in April and 
May. 
In production the stars have 
been autos and steel, with con­ 
struction also turning in a good 
performance. 
Next month, car plants will be 
changing over to new models. 
Steel mills will feel the usuale f- 
fect of summer vacations clos­ 


ing the plants of some of their 
best customers. 
Employment made an impres­ 
sive advance in May. And the 
number of jobless fell. The per­ 
centage of jobless to the total 
labor force dropped to lowest 
figure in more than four years. 
That is, it did for about all 
classes except teenagers. June 
will see a great outpouring of 
students into the labor market, 
some looking for summer work, 
some for 
permanent employ­ 
ment. The 
teenage unemploy­ 
ment problem is likely to get 
worse before it gets better. 
Many economists think that 
the effects of the federal income 
tax cut are yet to be felt. A few 
think it will give less of a boost 
to the economy than it was sup­ 
posed to. 
The stock market seems al­ 
most alone in flying a warning 
flag, if that is what it’s doing. 
More likely, perhaps, it is mere­ 
ly taking profits on past price 
increases, adjusting its thinking 
about certain companies, consol­ 
idating to be ready for whatever 
the autumn has in store.

Bud Wilkinson, Albe Reynolds 
and Tom Sturdivant have proved 
the drawing power of their repu­ 
tations at the Oklahoma polls. 
All three face a final test in the 
Nov. 3 general election. 
Wilkinson, who led University 
of Oklahoma football team s on 
the glory trail for 17 seasons, re­ 
tired after the 1963 competition 
to run as a Republican for the 
U.S. Senate. He won the nomina­ 
tion in the May 5 prim ary. 
Reynolds, onetime mainstay 
of the New York Yankee base­ 
ball pitching staff, has made a 
name for himself in state busi­ 
ness circles. Now, he’s running 
for state senator on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket. He won the nomi­ 
nation in a runoff prim ary May 
26. 
Sturdivant, the only one of the

is 
tending to his duties as a pitch­ 
er for the New York Mets while 
running for the Oklahoma Sen­ 
ate as a Republican. 
Reynolds and Sturdivant are 
from Oklahoma City but are in 
different districts. 
Oklahomans are proud of their 
athletes’ 
achievements 
and 
speak of the OU football team 
almost with reverence. They re 
member Reynolds’ two no-hit 
games and his seasons as the 
star pitcher while the Yankees 
rolled to five world champion­ 
ships from 1949 through 1953. 
They recall the Sooners’ 47- 
game football winning streak 
under Wilkinson and the Oklaho­ 
ma 
national 
championship 
team s in 1950, 1955 and 1956. 
And they still keep up with 
Sturdivant, who started his base­ 
ball career with the Yankees. 
Oklahoma has produced many 
great athletes—the late Indian 
football im mortal Jim Thorpe 


among the foremost. 
Others have included pitchei 
Carl Hubbell of the New York 
Giants and Pepper Martin o: 
the St. Louis Cardinals, the late 
football coach Steve Owen anc 
such present day baseball start 
as Mickey Mantle. 
But only this year have any 
athletes shown much inclination 
to turn politician in a state 
where athletics is a strong part 
of the environment.
